Can't Aveid Sales Tax on Automobiles

dealer the latter must collect the tax and give a receipt to the 
purchaser. the purchase is made by the dealer 
direct from the factory or from an automobile dealer outside 
the state of California he must make out his tax return and 
make payment to the board of equalization within fifteen days 
of the end of that particular quarter period. Penalties accrue 
just the same as in other tax delinquencies—and under the law 
they represent claims that even bankruptey cannot liquidate.
